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Washington, Sept. 
17.—Today the I 
nation paid the last tribute of respect 
and adniiraticn at the bier of the dead 
president. 
All the conn try had sei^l 
here its representatives to testify that 
the dead held a place deep in the na­ 
tion’s heart. 
Other nations had order­ 
ed their diplomatic and military repre­ 
sentatives to bo present as a token that 
they mourned with America in its loss. 
Ex-President Cleveland was here to 
take in rt in the ceremonies and. like 
President Roosevelt, paid his tribute 
first in priva te at the White House and 
later at the public service in the rotun­ 
da of the capitol 
Many of the states 
were represented by their chief execu­ 
tives and part of their staffs All branches 
of the national government, legislative, 
judicial and military were represented. 
Senator Frye, president pro tem of the 
senate, arrived from Maine early this 
morning. 
W ith him was Chief Justice 
Faller of the supreme court, David B. 
Henderson the last speaker of the house 
of representative. 
Many others were 
prevent also of the legislative and judi­ 
cial departments. 
Tho army aud navy 
had the highest officers within reach of 
the city in attendance and all officers 
within the limits of the national capi­ 
tol took part under orders, directing 
them to participate in the services of 
honor to their late commander-in-chief. 
From the south were General Ix>ng- 
street and other former leaders of the 
Confederacy. 
By 8:80 o’clock a distingished assem­ 
blage gathered in the White House ja i­ 
lors, including President Roosevelt and 
wife nod sister, ex-President Cleveland, 
members of the cabinet, representatives 
of the foreign powers, members of the 
supreme court, the army and the navy. 
Mrs. McKinley also was present, look­ 
ing i>al,e and weak, hut composed. The 
parlor in which the casket lay was filled 
with magnificent floral tributes. Out­ 
side the escort was formed nuder com­ 
mand of General Brooke, consisting of 
regular soldiers aud sailors, 
national 
guards, Grand Army of the Republic, 
Loyal legion, governors of states and 
staffs. At 6 o’clock the casket was 
borne from the house to the hearse 
while the Marine baud played “Nearer 
; My God to Thee ” The cortege imme­ 
diately took away to the capitol through 
I avenue lined with reverent crowds. 
I 
At IO o’clock the funeral cortege 
reached the capitol grounds and the 
| casket containing l*resident McKinley’s 
I remains was borne into the roi unda at 
| 10:40 o’clock. 
Persons occupying seats 
arose as the body was brought in. 
The 
! marine baud again played “ Nearer My 
G< d to Thee” us tao casket was lifted 
out of the hearse and carried up the 
east steps of the capitol. 
President 
ROOM veil entered at 10:50. 
He was ac­ 
companied by Mrs. Roosevelt, and this 
was quickly followed by members of 
the house of representatives. 
Senator 
Frye, president pro tem, headed tho 
senate and Speaker Henderson the house 
members. 
Cabinet, diplomatic corps 
aud the army and navy followed one 
another into the rotunda in rapid suo- 
cescion. 
Admiral Schley was among 
the naval officers present. 
They were 
followed by the White House corps aud 
they in turn by the senate. 
After these 
came the supreme court. 
At three minutes of 11 the religious 
Bervioes at the capitol began by singing 
Cardinal 
Newman’s 
hymn, 
“ Lead 
Kindly Lights.” J t was sung by the 
choir of the Metropolitan Methodist 
Episcopal church. 
The hymn was fol­ 
lowed by prayer by Dr. H. R. Naylor, 
presiding elder of the Methodist Epis­ 
copal church, Washington district. 
At 
11:15 o’clock Bishop Andrews of tho 
Methodist Episcopal church, began the 
funeral oration. 
Bishop Andrew.s’ ora­ 
tion closed at l l :85 o'clock being of JO 
minutes duration. 
Every seat in tho 
rotunda w as occupied and all aisles 
filled with people standing. 
“ Nearer 
My God to Thee” was then sung by 
the choir, many of the audience join­ 
ing. 
Services dosed at 11:40 with a 
benediction by Bey. Chapman, tempo, 
rnry pastor of the president’s church in 
Washington. 
At I o’clock while the tremendous 
crowd was surging toward the east en­ 
trance of the rotund i, thousands of peo­ 
ple, many of whom were women and 
children, were caught in the crush at 
the foot of the main stairs. Inadequate 
arrangements for handling the crowd 
seems to have been responsible for the 
crush. 
Scores of women aud children 
fainted and many were borne into the

When arraigned 
before Judge Emory in tho county court 
the prisoner stubbornly refused to an­ 
swer questions repeatedly asked of him 
by District Attorney 
Penney as to 
whether he had counsel or wanted coun­ 
sel 
The distilit attorney then suggest­ 
ed that inasmuch as the defendant re­ 
fused to answer counsel should be as­ 
signed. 
Judge Emory assigned Hon. Loran I*. 
Lewis and Hon. Robert O. Titus, form­ 
er supreme oonrt justices of this city, 
whose names had been suggested by the 
Erie County Bar association. Caolgos* 
probably will be arraigned again this 
morning to plead to.the indictment. 
District Attorney Penney presented 
the evidence in the murder case to the 
grand jury. 
Aside from the surgeons 
and physicians in the case no witnesses 
were sworn other than those who were 
in the Temple of Music and witnessed 
the shooting. 
A secret indictment was presented to 
Judge Emory in the oounty coart in or­ 
der to avoid a crowd, but the rumor that 
the murderer was to be arraigned spread 
and in a short time the court room was 
crowded. 
After the indictment was reported the 
prisoner was driven from the peniten­ 
tiary, a mile from the city hall, to the 
jail across the street from the hall. 
Czolgosz was then taken under a strong 
guard from the jail through the tunnel 
andor Delaware avenue to the basement 
of the city hall and up stairs to the 
court room on the second floor. 
The 
prisoner was shackled to a detective and 
another detective held his arm. Assist­ 
ant Superintendent Curio marched in 
front and a number of patrolmen be­ 
hind. 
When the prisoner was taken 
before the bench the crowd in the court 
room surged about him on all sides. 
They were compelled to resume their 
seats. 
Czolgosz was stubborn, refused to 
talk and was taken back to prison in or­

voice the unmeasured condemna­ 
tion of the assassin. 
On motion Mr. J. Allen Myers 
was

Berry, secretary. 
The object of 
the meeting having been stated, a 
committee was appointed to draft 
resolutions. The oommitte at once 
retired and pending their report 
Major L. L. Mclnnis paid a glow­ 
ing tribute to the life, character 
and public services of the martyred 
president.

Timely, eloquent and patriotic 
addresses were made by Frof. J. 
H. Allen, Judge J. C. Scott, J. K. 
Butler and Gen. ll. B. Stoddard. 
Each of the speakers eulogized 
the dead president as a man of ex­ 
alted character, a citizen, a soldier 
and a stateaman and patriot of un­ 
blemished name and undying fame. 
It was declared that the 
blow 
which ended the life of the presi­ 
dent was struck not at him as a 
man, but as the representative of 
free government as expressed in 
the will or the majority of the peo­ 
ple of the United States. The dan­ 
ger of anarchy, the necessity for its 
suppression and the need for wis­ 
dom and discretion in solving the 
problem, in order that the cher­ 
ished liberties vouchsafed by the 
constitution may not he endan­ 
gered, were dismissed, and tender 
tributes and expressious of sym ­ 
pathy were paid to Mrs. McKinley* 
The meeting was deeply sincere in 
all that was said and done, every 
heart being full to overflowing 
with the nation’s sorrow. 
A motion prevailed in accord­ 
ance with the resolutions to hold 
memorial services at the opera 
house at the time appointed and 
the following committee on prog­ 
ram was named:

Washington, Sept. 17.—Tho remains 
of President McKinley reached W a ll­ 
ington at 8:8s o’clock last night and 
were immediately taken to tho East 
room of the White House, whore for 
more than fonr years he made his homo 
as the chief magistrate of the American 
republic. 
Upstairs his widow mourned 
for ber dead in the family apartments 
that brought back tho saddest of memo­ 
ries. 
It was with simple ceremony an A 
a silence that fitted perfectly the sad­ 
ness 
occasion that tho body of 
tho lat^f'.resideut was borne up Penn­ 
sylvania'avenue to the Whito House 
aud laid upou tho bier in tho great East 
room where he had stood so ofton in the 
pride of his manhood to roceivo the 
greetings of the common people he 
loved better than himself. 
It was fitting that sue ii ceremony ae 
there was, need bo military in character 
in recognition of the fact that the presi­ 
dent was the oomniander-in-ohief of the 
United States army and navy, nowhere 
was there any civilian participation 
The streets about tho station were filled 
with mounted troops and tho station 
itself wa* occupied by stalwart soldiers 
aud sailor-* in uniform. 
It was not so on the broad stretch of 
avenue that led to the White House. 
Thoro tho people strained in a vast mul­ 
titude against the stiff 
wire 
ropes 
which restrained them from tho space 
marked oat. for the line of prooes-don. 
At 9 o’elook this morning the re­ 
mains were borne to the capitol where 
religious services were hold after which 
the body of the late president will lie 
in (state in the rotunda for the remain­ 
der of tho day. 
In the evening the re­ 
mains will be borne to tho PeuiiHylva- 
via railroad escorted by a squadron of 
United States cavalry and then con­ 
veyed to their final resting plaoe at 
Canton. O. 
Mrs. McKinley stood tile trip bravely. 
In the morning soon after leaving Buff­ 
alo she pleaded so earnestly to be allow­ 
ed to go into the car where her dear 
one lay that reluctant assent wa* giveu 
aud she spent half an hour besides the 
coffin. 
All the way the train was preceded 
about lo minutes by a pilot engine stint 
ahead to test the bridges and prevent 
the possibility of accident to the prec­ 
ious burden it carried. 
The train had 
the right of way over everything.

A special train was ordered and all 
the doctors in Glenwood Springs were 
sent to the eoene of the accident. 
No definite information has yet reach­ 
ed here as to tho number of men, but it 
is supposed that the men at this mine 
work until i> o’clock, except those who 
do contract work, and in that event it 
is thought almost IOO men must have 
been in the mine at the time of the ex­ 
plosion.

17.—Thi ro aro many 
members who now predict that the leg­ 
islature will be here up to the limit 
fixed by the constitution for special ses­ 
sions, and who say that tho governor 
might as well give them some other 
work to do. 
That means that conscience 
and respect for the constitution at $5 
per day will continuo until the consti­ 
tution stops them. 
During tho proceedings yesterday Mt. 
Phillips appealed to the house to shut 
off the gas aud get down to work. Oth­ 
erwise, ho said, it would be necessary 
for the governor to call another special 
session.

Washington, Sopt. 
17.—Today the 
nation paid the last tribute of reaped 
and admiration at the bier of tho dead 
president. 
All the country had 
here its representatives to testify 
the dead held a place deep in tho na­ 
tion’s heart. Other nations had order­ 
ed their diplomatic and military repre­ 
sentatives to be present as a token that 
they mourned with America in its loss. 
Ex-President Cleveland was here to 
take part in the ceremonies and, like 
President Roosevelt, paid his tribute 
first in priva te at the White House and 
later at the public service in the rotun­ 
da of the capitol 
Many of the states 
were represented by their chief execu­ 
tives and part of their staffs. All branches 
of the national government, legislative, 
judicial and military were represented. 
Senator Fry©, president pro tem of the 
senate, arrived from Maine early this 
morning. 
W ith him was Chief Justice 
Fuller of the supreme court, David B. 
Henderson the last speaker of the house 
of representative. 
Many others were 
prt tent also of the legislative and judi­ 
cial departments. 
Tho army and navy 
had the highest officers within reach of 
the city in attendance and all officers 
within the limits of the national capi­ 
tol took part under orders, directing 
them to participate in the services of 
honor to their late commander-in-ohief. 
From the south were General Long- 
street and other former leaders of the 
Confederacy. 
By 8:80 o’clock a distingished assem­ 
blage gathered in the White House par­ 
lors, including President Roosevelt and 
wife aud sister, ex-President Cleveland, 
members of the cabinet, representatives 
of the foreign powers, members of the 
supreme court, the army and the navy. 
Mrs. McKinley also was present, look­ 
ing pal,e and weak, but composed. The 
parlor in which the casket lay was filled 
with magnificent floral tributes. Out­ 
side the escort was for rn od under com­ 
mand of General Brooke, consisting of 
regular soldiers aud sailors, 
national 
guards. Grand Army of the It public, 
Loyal legion, governors of states and 
staffs. At 6 o'clock the casket was 
borne from the house to tho hoarse 
while the Marine baud played “Nearer 
My God to Thee ” The cortege imme­ 
diately took away to the capitol through 
avenue lined with reverent crowds. 
At IO o’clock the funeral cortege 
reached the capitol grounds and the 
casket containing President McKinley’s 
remains was borne into the rotunda at 
10:40 o’clock. 
Persons occupying seats 
arase as the body was brought in. 
The 
marine baud again played “ Nearer My 
God to Thee” as tim casket was lifted 
out of tho hearse aud carried np the 
east steps of the capitol. 
President 
Roosevelt entered at 10:60. 
He was ac­ 
companied by Mrs. Roosevelt, and this 
was quickly followed by members of 
the house of representatives. 
Senator 
Frye, president pro tem, headed tho 
senate and Speaker Henderson the house 
members. 
Cabinet, diplomatic corps 
and the army aud navy followed one 
another into the rotunda in rapid suc­ 
cession. 
Admiral Schley was among 
the naval officers present.

followed by the White House corps aud 
they in turn by the senate.

in the Pan-American exposition ground* 
at 4:15 p. in., Sept. 6. 
When arraigned 
before Judge Emory in the county court 
the prisoner stubbornly refused to an­ 
swer questions repeatedly asaed of him 
by District Attorney 
Penney aa to 
whether he had counsel or wanted coun­ 
sel 
The district attorney then suggest­ 
ed that inasmuch as the defendant re­ 
fused to answer counsel should be as­ 
signed. 
Judge Emory assigned Hon. Loran I*. 
Lewis and Hon. Robert O. Titus, form­ 
er *upreme court justices of this city, 
whose names had been suggested by the 
Erie County Bar association. 
Cxolgosx 
probably will be arraigned again this 
morning to plead to,the indictment. 
District Attorney Penney presented 
the evidence in the murder case to the 
grand jury. 
Aside from the surgeons 
and physicians in the case no witnesses 
were sworn other than those who were 
in the Temple of Music and witnessed 
the shooting. 
A secret indictment was presented to 
Judge Emory in the county court in car­ 
der to avoid a crowd, but the rumor that 
the murderer was to be arraigned spread 
and in a short time the court room was 
crowded. 
After the indictment was reported the 
prisoner was driven from the peniten­ 
tiary, a mile from the city hall, to the 
jail across the street from the hall. 
Ozolgosa was then taken under a strong 
guard from the jail through the tunnel 
under Delaware avenue to the basement 
of the city hall aud up stairs to the 
court room on the second floor.

Washingtan, Sept, 17.—The remains 
of President McKinley reached W ash-1 
ington at 8:38 o’clock last night and 
wore immediately taken to the East 
room of the White House, where for 
more than four years he made his home 
as tho chief magistrate of the American 
republic. 
Upstairs his widow mourned 
for ber dead in the family apartments 
that brought back the saddest of memo­ 
ries. 
It was with simple ceremony and 
a silence that fitted perfectly tho sad­ 
ness 
occasion that tho body of 
tho Jam'f'.resident was borue up Penn­ 
sylvania nvenuo to the White House 
and laid upon tho bier in the great East 
room where he had stood so oftou in the 
pride of his manhood to receive the 
greetings of the common people he 
loved better than himself. 
It was fitting that such ceremony a* 
there was, need be military in character 
in recognition of the fact that the presi­ 
dent was tho commander-iu-chief of the 
United States army aud navy, nowhere 
was there any civilian participation 
The streets about tho station woro filled 
with mounted troops and the station 
itself was occupied by stalwart soldiers 
and sailors in uniform. 
It was not so on the broad stretch of 
avenue tliat led to the White House. 
There the people strained in a vast mul­ 
titude against the stiff 
wire 
ropes 
which restrained them from tho space 
marked out for the line of procession. 
At 9 o’elook this morning the re­ 
mains were borue to the capitol where 
religious services were held after which 
tho body of the late president will lie 
in state in the rotunda for the 
remain- ^ 
der of the day. 
In the evening tho re­ 
mains will be borne to the Penusylva- j 
via railroad escorted by a squadron of 
United States cavalry and then con- j 
▼eyed to their final resting plaoe at i 
Canton. O. 
Mrs. McKinley stood the tripbravely. j 
In the morning soon after leaving Buff- j 
alo she pleaded so earnestly to be allow­ 
ed to go into the oar where her dear 
one lay that reluctant assent w’as given J 
aud she spent half an hour beside# the 
coffin.

House Makes Some Progress VV itll 


Appropriation Bill, 


BILL HALF FINISHED 


It Is Said Hie Full Time W ill Be Taken 


up In the Passage of the Meas­ 


ure—Confederate 
Pensions 


Increased by the House. 


Austin, Sept. 
17.—Thoro are ninny 
members who now predict that the leg ­ 
islature w ill be here up to the limit 
fixed by the constitution for special aes-! 
sions, and who say that the governor 
m ight as w ell give them some other 
work to do. 
That means that conscience 
and respect for the constitution at Co 
per day w ill continuo until the consti­ 
tution stops them. 
During the proceedings yesterday Mf. 
Phillips appealed to the house to shut 
off the gas and get down to work. Oth­ 
erwise, he said, it would be necessary 
for the governor to call another special 
session. 
The house made fair progress in the 
five hours it worked on tho appropria­ 
tion bill aud tho com m ittee of the whole 
is half through the bill. 
It has taken a 
full week to get this far, aud it looks as 
if this week w ill be consum ed in getting 
the bill out of the hole, as one of the 
house porters expressed it. 
Then the 
w hole business w ill be gone over in the 
house, and some of the fights w ill be re­ 
new ed there, notably the fight to restore 
the railroad com mission appropriations. 
Most of the tim e w as consumed in 
discussing the item of $250,000 a year 
for pensions of Confederate veterans. 
It was charged that there are frauds in 
those pensions, and that some persons 
get in the pension rolls who are not en­ 
titled to be there. 
The effort to strike 
out or reduce the appropriation failod 
alm ost unanim ously and the Confed­ 
erate soldiers w ill get about 18 cents a 
day instead of IO cents a day as they do 
now. 
The senate could not muster a quorum. 


S to rm In C o ry e ll C o u n ty . 
G atesville, Tex.. Sept. 17.—A storm 
struck the northern part of this county 
late Saturday evening, doing much dam­ 
age to property and one man is thought 
to be fatally hurt.
